Property holdings totaling in excess 
of $1,000,000 and featuring the sale 
of an entire north side subdivision as 
well as a large parcel of downtown 
business property and extensive Geor- 
gia farm acreage, figured in a real 
estate transaction just consummated 
between local interests and eastern 
capital, it was learned Wednesday 
from E. H. Sims, manager of the 
Haas & Howell real estate depart- 
ment, agents. 

The Montpelier Savings Bank and 
Trust Company, of Montpelier, Vt., 
purchased Garden Hill&, one of. the 
city’s leading residential developments, 
and a group of three commercial struc- 
tures on Houston street, between Ivy 
and Courtland streets, from interests 
controlled by P. C. MeDuffie, local 
capitalist and developer. The consid- 
eration paid for Garden Hills was 
$600,000, while $145,000 was the 
price placed on the Houston street 
propért:. The Vermont bank gave as 
part consideration a, large group of 
farms valued at $275,000. The deal 
was negotiated by O. D. Bartlett, of 


Haas & Howell. 

Constituting the largest real estate 
transaction announced here in months 
and the largest subdivision sale in 
several years, the deal has been in 


process of mogouation for some time; 
coming to a close’ Wednesday with 
final arrangements between Mr. Me- 
Duffie and the Vermont itterests. 
Aequisitions by Bank. 

While the investment of eastern 
capital in Atlanta property on a large 
scale is regarded wit significance by 
local real «state men, particular im- 
portance has been attached to the in- 
terest taken by the Montpelier bank 
in local: real estate, the financial in- 
stitution having spent much time in 
investigations here resulting in the 
acquisition of extensive Atlanta hold- 
ings. Among these was the purchase 
of another north side subdivision. The 
current transaction carries with it 
plans for large scale residential de- 
velopments in the two Atlanta sub- 
divisions now owned by the Vermont 
bank. 

The central interest in the million- 
dollar deal by which Haas & Howell 
brought the eastern and local princi- 
pals revolved about the Garden Hills 
subdivision.

Proposal General Revi- 
sion of Tariff Makes 
Further Sessions Use- 
less, He Claims.

Washington, June 12.—(4)—Presi- 
dent Hoover's extra session program 
marked time today as the republican 
rebellion in the senate spread from 
farm relief to the tariff and the house 
and senate became deadlocked on re- 
cess plans. 

The farm relief, tariff, census-reap- 
portionment and immigration meas- 
ures recommended by the president 
went by the boards as the republicans 
quarreled in the senate and the house 
party leaders sought frantically to 
round up their forces for a decision 
on the agrieultura] controversy tomor- 
row. 

Calls for Adjournment. 

A statement by Senator~ Watson, 
the republican leader, that general re- 
vision of the tariff was contemplat- 
ed, touched off the first extended dis- 
cussion of the subject in the senate 
today and prompted a declaration by 
Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 


that congress should adjourn at once, 

The debate, which followed the ini- 
tial session of the finance committee 
in opening one month of public hear- 
ings on’the house tariff bill, was par- 
ticipated in by half a dodtn senators. 
including both the republican and 
democratic leaders. 

Borah’s statement came after Sena- 
tor. W ) the opin- 
ion mg ould . ampossible «to 
limit. tWe revision toduties on- farm 
products, which the Idahoan favors. 

“It is perfeetly apparent that there 
is to be a general tariff revision and 
there is no prospect of concluding 
that before the regular session in De- 
cember, declared Borah.

Gainesville offered one 
plane for the air tour and full C0- 
operation in “this forward step. in 
aviation education.”

Mr. Foster reported that city offi- 
cials and the chamber of commerce 
wanted the tour to stop overnight 
Rome if th committee could so 
arrange its schedule.

83 VICTIMS FALL INTO REBEL HANDS a 


CapturedF rench Troops 


Rabat, Morocco, June 12.—(United 
News.)—Strong forces of French 
troops pushed across the muddy up- 
per plateaus towards the Atlas moun- 
tains tonight in a desperate effort to 
rescue 83 officers and soldiers who 
were carried away by savage horse- 
men after a battle with troops in the 
region between El Bord and Ait Ya- 


coub. 

There was little hope of saving the 
prisoners from torture or death, au- 
thorities feared, but every effort was 
being made to punish the rebels who 
ambushed a French reconnaisance pa- 
trol, killing 13, wounding 10 and cap- 
turing many of the survivors. 

Generals Vidalon and Freydenberg, 
of the high command in Morocco, 
started for the scene at once to take 
charge of the counter attack. 

The bloody encounter, in which the 
an.bushed patrol fought valiantly 
against the wild-riding raiders from 
the hills, was the first serious engage- 
ment in Morocco since Abd EI] Krim 
surrendered in 1926. 


Attack Swift. 


The attack was such as can befall 
only those troops of France’s far- 
reaching military arm—the Foreign 
Legion. The fury with which the at- 
tackers swept down on the troops 
was prompted by a native hatred of 
Cristians and of foreigners and the 
fate of the captives at the hands of 
the knife-swinging mountaineers is 
precarious in the extreme. 


A French force of 120 natives, com- 
manded by Frenchmen; two compa- 
nies of native machine gunners of 120 
each; 30 mounted soldiers and a de- 
tachment of the Foreign Legion, were 
victims of the attack, which was made 
bv at least 400 horsemen and an un- 
known number of other natives. 

The captured included one battalion 
chief, five officers, 11 non-commis- 
sioned officers and 66 native officers. 
The 13 dead included one officer, The 
French patrol which was ambushed 
by the mountain raiders had started 
out recently on a series of maneuvers 
to complete pacification of the area. 


Troops Surrounded, 


Without warning the advancing 
troops were surrounded by the hard- 
riding rebels. ‘The mountaineers rode 
through the smaller band of troops 
firing muzzle- loading guns and swing- 
ing huge knives with great skill as 
they clashed at close quarters 

The rebels were merciless in their 
assault and swept around the retreat- 
ing troops, cutting off the force of 
83 officers and men. The rest final- 
ly managed to reach safety but only 
after a desperate fight. 

Telegraph wires had been destroyed 
due to the current rainy season and 
the officers found it difficult to sum- 
mon aid. Meanwhile, the rebels had 
carried their prisoners away to the 
fastness of the Atlas mountains, where 
they have every advantage in fighting 
the French troops. 


NEW SOUTHERN AIR 
NETWORK ASSURED 


Appropriations Promised 
Quickly After Hearing 
on Proposed Mail Rout- 
ings. —

Washington, June 12.—(4)-—As- 
sured by senators and representatives 
that congress will quickly appropriate 
funds for any air mail developments 
recommended, the interdepartmental 
committee on airways today took un- 
der consideration extension proposals 
affecting nine southern and south- 


western states. 
Assistant Postmaster General Glov- 


er, presiding at a hearing on propos- 
als looking toward a network of air- 
ways, including short spurs to serve 
as feeders, said all suggestions would 
1» given full consideration. 

Urgent pleas for development of all 
the suggested extensions were made 
in the hearing by congressional rep- 
resentatives who also urged special 
consideration for projects touching 
tLeir own states. The states which 
vould receive increased air-mail serv- 
ice, or air mail for the first time, 
are Tennessee, Louisiana, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas, Texas and South Carolina. 

Discussion of a southern transcon- 
tinental route was brought into ape 
proceedings after St. Lonis busin 
men asked for a line from that city 
through Joplin and Oklahoma - City 
to Dallas. The committee set late 
July as the time for a separate hear- 
ing on these projects. 

Requests for stops at various 
points, for feeder lanes and for fast- 
er service hinged on two principal 
proposals on which the hearing was 
call To establish a route from 
Louisville to Forth Worth, Nashville, 
Memphis, Little Rock, Texarkana and

FIRST STEP 10 END 
CHURCH WARTAKEN 


President Gil and Arch- 
bishop of Mexico Hold 
Conference To Discuss 
Differences,

Mexico City, June 12.—The [first 
formal step towards settlement of 
Mexico’s vastly important and trou- 
blesome religious question was taken 
today by representatives of the Catho- 
lie church and Président Portes Gil, 
with evéry indication that negotia- 
tions were proceeding smoothly to- 
wards a successful conclusion. 

Archbishop Leopoldo Ruiz y Flores, 
representative of the holy see, and 
Bishop Pascual Diaz, of Tobasco, who 
returned here last week to undertake 
the negotiations, talked with the 
president for more than an hour and 
a half. 

When they left the conference, both 
were smiling and apparently in high 
good humor. Archbishop Ruiz an- 
nounced that there had been “an ex- 
change of ideas” with the president. 

Turning to the photographers, he 
added : 

“Don’t photograph my heart, be- 
cause you would have a statement.” 

President Portes Gil, whose atti- 
tude made possible the opening of 
negotiations, also was in good spirits 
after the conference but declined to 
make a statement. 

A decree by Calles in 1926 prohib- 
ited the church from owning real estate 
in Mexico, forcing it to give up prop- 
erties of immense value. Numerous 
other regulations enforced by the de- 
cree preved objectionable to the 
church, especially those concerning 
regulation of schools.

Administration Consents 
to Direct Vote in Order 
To Settle Farm Relief 
Differences. 


BROOKHART HITS 
STAND OF HOOVER 


Iowa Republican Threéat- 
ens Appeal to Country 
To Place Progressive in 
White House. 


Washington, June 12.—(#)—The 
effort to send President Hoover a: 
farm relief bill without the export 
debenture plan shifted to the house 
today where administration leaders 
have decided to permit a direct vote 
on this provision tomorrow. 

Telegrams were sent by the dozens 
to members of both the administra- 
tion and the debenture groups to bring 
in members who had left Washing- 
ton. The republican leaders. predicted 
the debenture plan would be defeated 
by a comfortable majority. 

Leaders of the republican inde- 
pendent and democratic coalition in 
the senate, which twice defied the 
president's opposition to debentures, 
have announced that if the house 
votes their debenture proposal down, 
they will not insist upon its inclusion 
in the farm bill. 

New Threats for Hoover. 

While the house leaders marshalled 
their forces, new threats of reprisal 
for Mr. Hoover's opposition to the 
debenture plan were heard in the 
senate. Senator Brookhart, republic- 
an, Towa, proposed to let the farm 
bill pass without the debenture clause 
and then insert the provision in the 
tatiff bill, He said if debentures 
were rejected by the house “the time 
had come to organize a fight to the 


finish.” 

Addressin himself to “the progres- 
sive membefs” of the senate in both 
republican and democratic parties, 
the Iowa senator, who was one of 
the president’s chief campaigners, 
said that in order to make inclusion 
of the debenture pian in the tariff 
bill possible, “We should at once or- 
ganize to put up a progressive candi- 
date in every congressional district 
and for senator in every state who 
will fight for this program.” 

“And if the bill should be vetoed,” 
he added, “we should follow this with 
a progressive candidate for president.” 

Heeding the advice given at the 
white house conference with President 
Hoover last night by Senator McNary, 
or Oregon, house leaders decided to 
allow the house to vote on the deben- 
ture plan. 

House To Vote. 

The formal announcement that the 
senate had. further insisted upon this 
provision was greeted in the house 
this afternoon by cheers from some 
democratic groups. Chairman Haugen, 
of the house agriculture committee, 
will call the matter up for considera-

Bond Issue Urged as Means 
of Paying All Bills. With-' 
out Delay. 


A state bond issue to be used solely 
as a permanent revolving fund to en- 
able prompt payments is suggested for 
the state department of education in 
the biennial recommendation of M. L. 
Duggan, state superintendent of 
schools, contained in the report made 
public Wednesday. “The 
need of our public school system in 
Georgia is operating capital to enable 
ns to do business on a ‘cash basis,” Dr. 
Duggan said, 

“It would not be.unreasonable to 
ask for an allocation of one-fourth of 
the gasoline tax for the educational 
equalization fund,”’ Dr. Duggan said, 
“oe official investigations made in 
some of the states indieated that about 
three-fourths of the total amount is 
used on public roads.” One-eighth of 
the gas tax now goes to the equaliza- 
tion fund. 

Equalize Opportunities. 

“Abolition of the local district tax- 
ing powers and proportionately — in- 
creasing the county's tixing powers 
for school support. Would ‘more near- 
ly’ equalize education opportunities as 
between the schools within the coun- 
ty.”

Tallahassee, Fla., June 12.—()— 
Governor Carlton's five-cent gasoline 
tax distribution bill passed the. house 
of representatives, 62 to 28, late today 
amid reports of house: majerity ar 
proval of a’ sixth cent tax on the 
product 

Adoption of the measure, unit 2 of 
the special session administration tax 
program, was followed immediately by 
a half hour wrangle when the 
sixth cent tax bill was introduced. 

Previously well organized adminis- 
tration and anti-administration blocs 
merged into divisions to support or 
attack the added cent tax proposal 
as brought to the floor. 

The five-cent bill, previously passed 
by the senate without amendment, was 
under discussion one and one-half 
hours. 

Distribution of the $12,000,000 five- 
cent gasoline tax was adopted as foi- 
lows: Two cents to the state road 
department; two cents for reduction 
of county and special district .road 
and bridge bond indebtedness; one cent 
to be divided equally among counties, 
two-thirds of the latter for schools 
and one-third for road construction. 

Immediately after the passage of 
the bill, Represefative D. Stuart Gillis, 
Walton county, gained unanimous 
consent of the house to introduce the 
bill providing for a sixth cent tax on 
gasoline and a general ad valorem 
tax of one-fourth mill. 

Devoted to Schools 


Revenue would be devoted entirely 
to school purposes, $400,000 to the 
institutions of higher learning and the 
balance distributed according to law 
among public free schools. Under 
present law, such money would be dis- 
tributed on a basis of average attend- 
ance, but Representative Gillis intre- 
duced a bill yesterday to establish a 
public free school fund and to distr.b- 
ute school money on a teacher unit 
basis, with each unit representing 30 


pupils, 
Race Bill Vote Held. 

Adoption of a motion to adjourn 
late today prevented the senate from 
recording its decision on the issue of 
racing and race track gambling in 
Florida, after the general race bil 
sponsored by Senator Taylor, St. Au- 
gustine, had been advanced to the 
point of calling the roll for the final 
vote. Under senate rules the measure 
went over,on the calendar until to- 
morrow morning. 

Aside from the brief debate on the 
racing bill, the only outstanding ac- 
tion in an otherwise quiet day was 
defeat by 19 to 15 of a measure pro- 
viding for a uniform system of text- 
book selection for the publie schools.

The truth is that the people of the 
state at large were as ignorant of 
constitutional values in that day as 
they are in this present day.

The supreme court of the state has 
put the constitution on rubber tires 
so that the legislature can run it any- 
where except upon a pay-as-you-go 
state highway! 

On the subject of taxation General 
Toombs boasted that under the consti- 
tution the state can tax everything in 
the state, “including a nigger’s collar 
button if he has one,” except the spe- 
cialties named in the document. We 
can tax incomes, inheritances, gross 
commodity sales and dog races—yea, 
even a special tax on a flapper’s lip- 
stick as we do on a farmer's gaso- 
line! 

Since the discussion has come up I 
have reached the settled conclusion 
that we ought not to risk the making 
of a new constitution. In the first 
place we could not elect the sort of 
able and unselfish men who ought to 
compose a constitutional convention;

AGAINST HIKE 
IN PARK FEES 


Association Claims Ac- 
tion Is Unfair and Dis- 
criminating: Against 
Game. 


Bob. Parks, speaking for the 
Municipal Golfers’ Association, 
of which he is secretary, de- 
clared Wednesday ‘afternoon 
that the association. was op- 
posed to the change in prices 
that the city.park committee 
has made in the greens fee on 
the municipal links. 


| The association considers it unfair 
and discriminating to raise the prices 
on the golf as well as swimming, when 
the fee on other recrealions remains 
unchanged, he declared. 
ciation announced that it will do all 
in its power to bring about a down- 
ward revision of the prices at the 
earliest possible time. 

Mr. Parks advanced 
the other ‘municipal links .in_ the'| 
south as well as elsewhere. He showed | 
that in Memphis there are two mu- 
nicipal courses, nine holes each, 
operate free of charge to the golfer, 
and one in Dallas, Texas, in addition 
to frec .courses in several northern 
and eastern cities. The courses in 
Memphis have «lub professionals in 
charge, and one of them provides lock- 
er rooms and showers. Several other 
cities operate golf courses at a lower 
rate than Atlanta. 

According to the view of the mupnici- 
pal golfers, Atlanta should take the 
Jead in such matters of providing ade- 
quate facilities at a fair price rather 
than follow cities which are less pop- 
ulous.

Figures produced by Mr. 
show that the number of people using 
the geting facilities has fallen off 
considerably in the last year or so, 
and he attributes the fact to the poor 
condition of the links in several in- 
stances, However, it seems to the 
association that conditions cannot be 
rectified by inéreasing thé@ fees, which 
will drive more and more golfers away 
from the municipal courses to such 
clubs as the Black Rock course, which 
is semi-private, and furnishes far bet-

Atlanta, Ga.,. June 12, 1929: 
In connection with the action of the 
ark committee. city of Atlanta, in rais- 
ng fees on golf courses double to those 
previously charged. The Municipal 
Golfers’ Association suggests that there 
be no discrimination in such matter, 
inasmuch as tennis fees have not been 
increased, that consideration really 
should be given to such, if as has 
been etated. the action is necessary 
because of the need of increased reve- 
nue. 
With respect to the statement of 
Chairman White, of the park commit- 
tee, that in not another city could be 
found municipal golf rates as low as 
were being charged in Atlanta, cr even 
as low as their new rates, he having 
named that rates charged in Memphis, 
Birmingham, Chattanooga, Dallas and 
New Orleans. He did not consider that 
in Memphis two municipal nine-hole 
courses are operated with no fee being 
charged, which courses are maintained 
by city appropriation, one of which has 
clubhouse facilities, including lockers and 
baths, and a golf professional is in charge 
of both. The 18-hole course referred to 
as charging a fee of 60c has a golf 
professional in charge and also club- 
house with lockers and baths. 
aame may be said with respect to the 
other cities named in so far as facilities 
are concerned, in that a golf profes- 
sional is in charge of each, and club- 
house with locker and baths are both 
provided. Therefore, really the golfer 
using municipal courses in those cities 
has available facilities similar to those

‘rovided by private courses. This con- 
Jition does not prevail on any of our 
municpal courses. 

Now with respect to the needed 
increased revenue. In 1926 the receipts 
from the two golf courses (James 
Key and Piedmont courses), were $15,- 
855: in 1927 the receipts from the same 
two courses were $19,664 and in 1928, 
with the additional nine-hole course 
opened at Candler park, the receipts 
were $16,000. The increase in the re- 
ceipts of those courses was due to sev- 
eral reasons, one, the courses were not 
maintained up to the high standard 
which municipal courses are in other 
cities, also the course built and operat- 
ed at Black Rock, which is a semi- 
private course, it being an i18-hole 
course, and the majority of golfers prefer 
to play on such rather than on a half 
or nine-hole course. Therefore, we can- 
not understand how our city adminis- 
tration extects to increase its revenue 
by increasing the fees, when by its 
own figures there is shown a reduction 
in the number of players on the muni- 
cipal courses.. It seems to us good 
logic that the smaller fees would rather 
encourage more play than could be ex- 
pected under increases. 

There is one position of the munici- 
pal golfers, and that is, were the reve- 
nues derived from the golf covrses put 
back into the maintenance and operat- 
tion of such, instead of being diverted 
te other forms of recreation, adequate 
tacilities and perfect playing conditions 
would be available and they would be 
willing to age any reasonable increase 
in the fees which the city administra- 
tion might care to make. 

We have been given to understand 
that our city charter provides that re- 
veipts from recreations such as _ golf, 
swimming, etc.. goes into the general 
fund, and funds for maintenance and 
operation of golf courses and other rec- 
reations must be secured by appropria- 
tion. We have never realized the golf 
facilities in Atlanta such as have been 
afforded citizens of other cities much 
smaller than our own, although ours is 
nationaliy and internationally known as 
the golf capitol of the world. 

The Municipal Golfers’ Association of 
Atlanta protests against the unwarrant- 
ed increase in the fees for golf on our 
present inadequate facilities and hopes 
that the park department will realize 
the injustice of such increase, and im- 
mediately order reduction. 

We, who are citizens of Atlanta have 
felt that we should not model our parks 
and other recreations after other cities, 
but should lead and permit others to 


follow.

PLANS BEING MADE 
T0 TAKE 1990 CENSUS 


Washington, June 12.—(7)—Popu- 
lation statistics of the 1930 decennial 
census will be announced publicly in 
each of 500 districts immediately aft- 
er they are gathered, instead of be- 
ing tabulated first in Washington. 

William M. Steuart, director of the 
census, explains that this procedure 
would be followed for the first time 
with the forthcoming census, in or- 
der that inaccuracies may be detected 
before the figures are tabulated for 
the permanent record. 

At least 100,000 enumerators will 
be needed to canvass the nation’s 
homes for the census, he says, and be- 
tween 6,000 and 8,000 more will be 
employed here later. * 

Selection of women for the jobs 
of enumerators is favored by the di- 
rectors because they usually have a 
plentiful endowment of tact and are 
faithful in attending to details. 

Though applications for positions as 
enumerators will be filed with the cen- 
sus bureau here, supervisors in the 
500 districts into which the country 
will be divided. wiil be responsible for 
organization of the staff. The plan is 
to employ one enumerator for each 
2,000 estimated population. 

On the basis of estimates of the 
average periodic increase in popula- 
tion of the country, it is believed that 
about 123,000,000 individuals must be 
listed for the new census, 

An impression of the magnitude of 
the bureau’s task is conveyed by a 
summary of work doné@ on the Jast cen- 
sus. At that time 25,000,000 pene 
rate forms were distributed and filled 
out by the canvassers. The informa- 
tion was then transmitted to a file 
of cards by means of punching holes 
in them—300,000,000 cards. Then, 
in correlating facts gathered, the cards 
were rua through electric tabulating 
machines—the equivalent of running 
2.500,000,000 cards. 

The first volume published, record- 
ing each individual separately and 
carrying correlated figures on occupa- 
tion and other items, will appear some 
time during 1981. Other relation- 
ships shown liy the ceusus—the in- 
crease in average length of life, for | 
instance, and thé increases in mar- 
riages and divorces—will be tabulated | 
and published later. The workers 
also will inquire whether each person 
enumerated is a veteran of any war, 
and of what war and which encount- 
ers,

The trend toward consolidation and 
integration in the brass and copper 
industry, started by Anaconda seven 
years ago, has received further ‘im- 
petus in the announcement of the 
proposed merger of Kennecott Cop- 
per, king of copper producers, with 
the Chase Brass Company. 

The continuance of this trend to- 
ward eombination, coupled with re- 
cent announcements of a more or less 
general cut iv copper production fol- 
lowing the drop in copper prices from 
24 to 18 cents, justifies the concln- 
sion that there is not likely to be 
an immediate weakening in prices for 
brass produets. 

The situation hinges. on the ability 
of the world copper combine to hold 
together a common program. The 
histery of the industry shows that 
these booms have only,a limited life, 
Enormous profits madé by producers 
cause feverish aetivity in the explora- 
tion and development of hew sources 
and the investment of large amounts 
of new capital all along the line. Just 
now such development is proceed 
mainly in Canada and Africa. 

High cost producers who were 
forced to the wall in the preceding 
period of low priees, re-open. Addi- 
tional refineries and fabricating plants 
are built. Eventually the weight of 
increased output seeking an outlet 
breaks the market, regardless of agree- 
ments, and a long drawn-out period 
of depression ensues for the _ entire 
industry. 

The reason that these resulte are 
not immediately felt is that several 
years must elapse between the plan- 
ning and completion ef stich new 
projects. It takes time to locate and 
explore new deposits, build the nec- 
essary railways, accumulate labor and 
materials, 
tails of reducing new ores, and “io 
solve. all the other problems met. in 
bringing a new enterprise to the 
point of commefcial production. . 

We are now faced with the pros- 
pect of some decline a industrial ac- 
tivity. Copper and brass prices are 
particularly susceptible to business 
conditions, There may be some fur- 


| ther weakening on that account,’ but 


the settlement of the reparations 
problem and the resultant revival of 
world-wide activity should provide a 
period, before new capacity can com 
in with volume production, wherein 
the brass and per industry will 
have continued saheperity.
